THE AUSTRALIAN MARKET FOR 
AMERICAN BOOKS. 

Strange as it may seem, the English pub¬ 
lishing trade is considerably wrought up over 
the American “invasion” of the Australian 
market, while many American publishers 
seem to be unaware—one cannot quite say 
blissfully unaware—that such a market exists. 

For some time English publishers have 
realized that their Colonial fiction trade has 
been on a decline; but it is comparatively 
recently that they have awakened to the fact 
that the cause is American in its origin. 

The reason, as a writer in the (English) 
Book Monthly points out, is simple. The 
American novel is not particularly better 
written or intrinsically more interesting than 
that of the English writer, who, as a matter 
of fact, had grown accustomed to looking 
on Australasia quite as a close preserve. But 
it comes from a comparatively young, very 
enthusiastic, unconventional and energetic 
country, and its subject matter is such as 
will appeal to the people of another country 
similarly young, enthusiastic, unconventional 
and energetic. 

“Down in Australia,” says the same writer, 
they are driving the road and bridging the 
ford, and in America they have been doing 
that all these recent years. Many American 
novels deal with that particular phase of 
American life; in fact it is a phase which 
novelists favor, no doubt because there are 
such a large number of American readers 
who favor it. Those readers see here a re¬ 
flection of the immediate life about them, the 
life which they understand, the life with 
which they sympathize, the life of their days 


and nights, of their waking and sleeping 
heurs. English novelists write of the his¬ 
toric past or, if you like, of the sex problems 
of the present; but that subject has a less 
direct appeal to the Australian reader than 
the other of developing a new tract of coun¬ 
try or laying down a new railway. He is 
busy building Australia, and not unnaturally 
he turns to books which tell him of the other 
white man’s land between the Atlantic and 
the Pacific, which is so many stages further 
ahead in its development than Australia. 
“This,” he says to himself, “is what I want 
to read about.’” 

It is a fact that American magazines of the 
Everybody's type have an enormous circula¬ 
tion in Australia and New Zealand; greater, 
it is understood, than any English magazines 
enjoy. It is also true that stories of an 
economic, even socialistic, turn are particu¬ 
larly successful there; and that typically 
American production, the novel of engineer¬ 
ing or business, is sure of a warm Australian 
welcome. 

The market there for American books is 
indeed already fully as important as the Can¬ 
adian market, and is growing, if anything, 
even more rapidly. Those publishers who 
neglect it are depriving themselves of a very 
real outlet and eventual asset. 


SELLING NOVELS BY PSYCHOLOGY. 

Psychology in its possible relation to ev¬ 
erything from crime to trade has been dis¬ 
cussed pro and con during the past year in 
the prints. It has been worked literally to 
an abstract death—abstract, because in al¬ 
most all of these treatises little of actual 
relationship has been chronicled. When, 
therefore, there is divulged the fact of a 
quite intelligible application of the science to 
one branch of trade, and when the results 
of this application have been proved .to be 
dollars and cents, rather than less concrete 
deductions, a further exposition of the sub¬ 
ject takes on less an air of carrying addi¬ 
tional scientific coals to an already theory- 
overstacked Newcastle. 

Not long ago the present writer, says 
George Jean Nathan, in the current Book¬ 
man, in conversation with men interested in 
the sale of literature on the railway trains, 
Jearned that, for some time^ the “book 
butchers” had been making a practical psy¬ 
chological test in conjunction with the dis¬ 
position of their wares. To be sure, the 
word “psychology” is not their word. They 
call it “human nature”—but, analyzed fun¬ 
damentally, the study that the “book butchers” 
have made of “human nature” is little less 
than the application of a very interesting form 
of psychology to their particular element of 
trade. In other words, the men who sell 
novels on the trains are selling many of them 
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by psychology. As to quibbling over the lat¬ 
ter word, the reader may decide for himself 
after he has read the illustrations set down 
herein. 

In the first place, as every train traveller 
knows, the “book butcher,” in the great ma¬ 
jority of cases, has very little time in which 
to dispose of his wares. He must, in short, 
do the bulk of his selling, if at all, just be¬ 
fore the train gets under way. He appears at 
one end of a car, takes in the situation at a 
glance, proclaims the fact that he has books 
for sale, and then, walking slowly down the 
aisle between the seats, seeks to interest pas¬ 
sengers in this or that novel. Obviously—and 
by way of getting to the point more quickly— 
he could not interest the average middle- 
aged masculine passenger in a novel written 
in the suffragette key any more than he could 
hope to interest the average woman passenger 
in, let us say, a baseball novel. The “book 
butcher” knows this well. He knows, too, 
that if he makes one misstep, if he offers the 
wrong sort of novel to the wrong sort of 
passenger, he has lost a possible customer 
in that particular passenger, for the trip in 
point at least. Inversely, the train salesman 
appreciates the fact that his sales will be 
commensurate with the special and concrete 
appeal he can make to the greatest number 
of persons in the car. And he has about ten 
minutes, at most, in which to act. 

This is the situation. Time and practice— 
and experience—have brought about the re- 
sttlt. The result is selling novels on trains 
by what would be termed colloquially as 
“sizing up,” but what may be termed, it seems 
fairly, as psychology. In support of this there 
is quoted verbatim the statement recently 
made to the present writer by one of the 
salesmen: “If it weren’t for what may be 
called psychology just as well as anything 
•else, I suppose,” he said, “you can take it for 
granted a train ‘book butcher’ wouldn’t be 
able to sell three novels a day. This is the 
way we work, and I’ll talk about my own 
way so you can get a quick idea of what I 
mean. When I enter the car I run my eyes 
slowly over the seats, take in the passengers 
•with a general sweep, eliminate the so-called 
■^hopeless’ ones—those who look too cheap to 
buy novels—and then, as quickly as I can, 
group those remaining in my mind’s eye. I 
then start down the aisle. The first passen¬ 
ger I approach, let us say. is a young lady 
about twenty-two years old, well dressed, 
who. I have observed, has been apparently 
looking out of the window, but who, in real¬ 
ity, as I have come to know in the years of 
my work, has been catching the reflection of 
her face on the plate glass. Darkness, you 
know, assisted by interior light, makes the 
train windows mirror-like. The young lady, 
then, is slightly vain. And I offer her—not 
“Little Sister Snow” or “Lords of High De¬ 
cision” or “The Goose Girl”—but “When a 
Man Marries.” And, often, she buys it. 
Whv? Because, being sentimentally young 
and'eager to look her best, she buys the novel 
for its title, knowing nothing about its con¬ 
tents. She figures that the novel has to do 
with the sort of woman a man loves and mar¬ 


ries ; she thinks it may contain a helpful sug¬ 
gestion or two by which she can profit, and 
she wants it. The next passenger is.a grumpy 
middle-aged man. I note that he is looking 
over the financial page of an evening news¬ 
paper very studiously, and, taking advantage 
of his particular interest at the moment, I lay 
a Wall Street novel beside him. I do not 
say a word, but walk on to the next passen¬ 
ger. I know the man will feel the book slide 
down next to him; I feel sure, when he has 
studied the quotations he is after, he will 
look at it; and I know the title will catch his 
eve—“Samson Rock of Wall Street,” or what¬ 
ever it chances to be. And, by what you may 
call, thank you, yes—‘association of thought,’ 

I sell that man the novel three or four times 
out of five. The next passenger, let us say, 
is a young fellow, well dressed and ‘collegey.’ 
Without psychology, I would probably offer 
him a novel dealing with athletics—a football 
story, a baseball or rowing story. You would 
say that yourself, wouldn’t you?. But I know 
better. I have seen him fool with his finger 
nails, polishing them, and so on. I have 
caught the general exactness in the part in 
his hair, of his necktie and well-shined shoes. 

I give him a novel with a pretty girl on the 
cover. ‘One like her,’ I tell him, ‘had the 
seat you’re sitting in on yesterday’s trip.’ 
He’s in love, evidently, and he buys the book. 
The title? It doesn’t matter in the least.” 

The “book butcher” continued down the 
aisle in his conversation, pointing out how he 
approached each passenger and how, in the 
manner outlined, he tried to insinuate his 
novels into their pocketbooks. He pointed 
out that the day of throwing any novel in 
any seat regardless of the character of book 
or passenger had passed several years ago, 
and that, where still practiced, it netted small 
returns. “The passenger’s nature.” he said, 
“must be analyzed before the novel is handed 
to him. He most often hasn’t thought of 
buying a novel—probably doesn’t, want one 
so you must take advantage of his actions or 
attitude as vou approach him. The man 
reading the Wall'Street edition of the news¬ 
paper is an illustration of what T mean.” 

A man of long experience in the selling of 
novels on trains has added to what the former 
“book butcher” said by assuring the present 
chronicler that the oft-repeated argument that 
voting girls uniformly want sentimental sto¬ 
ries and that men want “problem” stories is 
based on tastes of a bygone day. “A book 
butcher who goes on that theory, without 
studying the individuals themselves, would 
not hold his position for more than a week.” 
he says. “The proposition,” explains this 
second psvchological bookseller, “is this: 
You have a passenger. You have a dozen 
novels. You have one minute to make a sale 
—one minnte, because vou must divide your 
short time into small bits among all the pas¬ 
sengers. You cannot go at the customer, so 
to speak, in a slap-bang rush. You must first 
look the passenger over carefully, ‘figure him 
out.’ select the one novel that will make the 
strongest appeal to him, get that one novel 
into his hands in the subtlest way you can, 
and rest on your oars. Seven times out of

ten you must argue to yourself in terms of 
the titles and covers. Always give a young 
lady in a lavender dress a book with a cover 
that will harmonize with that dress. This 
has been told often—and it remains true! It 
almost always works. Do not give middle- 
aged men books with ‘Princes’ or ‘Dukes’ in 
the title. A ‘John Marvel’ is plain and good 
enough for them. And, above all things, do 
not give a homely woman a novel with a 
feminine American beauty on the cover. She 
will give it back to you before you can say 
Jack Robinson. She will not stand for so 
jarring a reminder of her own deficiency in 
the way of looks. 

“In another line, never ‘get on a passen¬ 
ger’s nerves’ by interrupting him while he is 
talking or. reading a newspaper. Rest con¬ 
tent by sliding the novel you want him to 
buy into the seat beside him. Always try to 
see the newspaper he is reading. You can 
frequently get an idea of a man’s literary 
taste by noticing the character of the news¬ 
paper he prefers. If you can get a glimpse 
of the page he is most keenly interested in— 
sporting, financial, society, or whatever it 
may be—you have a hardly beatable point 
from which to work. 

Lack of additional space precludes a fur¬ 
ther elaboration of the subject. The effort 
has been made, accordingly, merely to indi¬ 
cate the conscious or unconscious application 
of what you will grant may be called psy¬ 
chology to the sale of novels on trains by the 
men whose task it is to sell them. 


PROPOSAL TO MAKE COPYRIGHT 
PERPETUAL. 

In a letter to the London Times R. A. 
Peddie, .Acting Librarian of the St. Bride 
Foundation Technical Library, commenting 
upon certain points in the proposed English 
copyright law., makes the novel but interesting 
suggestion, viz., that copyright should never 
expire. 

“Clause 2 of the Bill provides,” he says, 
“that the term for which copyright shall sub¬ 
sist shall be the life of the author and a 
period of fifty years after his death. The 
suggestion .1 make is that at the expiration 
of this period the work instead of becoming 
the prey of any publisher who wishes to issue 
it, should become Crown property, and that 
licenses to publish should be granted by the 
State on payment of certain fees. By this 
means the public would be spared the un- 
edifving squabbles occurring on the expira¬ 
tion of copyright of important works. A 
fund would be created which, as well as form¬ 
ing a source of revenue for the State, might 
in certain instances be used to alleviate cases 
of destitution among the descendants of well- 
known writers. 

“It is difficult to see any objection to the 
scheme. There are no vested interests to 
interfere with, and, as far as the publishers 
are concerned, I feel sure that they would 
be glad (even under the most stringent con¬ 
ditions as to cheapness and quality) to take 
out a license and retain the right to publish 


important works of wfiich the ordinary term 
of copyright has expired. Further, the public 
would be protected against imperfect or in¬ 
adequately produced reprints.” 

The (English) Publishers’ Circular, com¬ 
menting upon his letter, says: “We are not 
at all sure that the State will be eager to 
accept his suggestion that it should stand 
in loco parentis to the book whose author is 
dead and whose legal term of copyright has 
expired, but his arguments are certainly 
worthy of consideration.”

In 
this advertising these books will be listed as 
follows: “An Uncrowned King,” 54 c.; “The 
Calling of Dan Matthews,” 85 c.; “The Shep¬ 
herd of the Hills,” 38 c.; “That Printer of 
Udell’s,” 38 c. 

The above four books are not “bankrupt 
stock” or “overstock.” 

In justice to me I will ask you to print the 
above statement in your next issue.

Dear Sir: In his article on “Dividing the 
Advertising Appropriation,” in your issue of 
August 27, the writer who signs himself “An 
Outsider” makes some statements regarding 
the “Trade Book List” which we cannot al¬ 
low to go unchallenged. The “Trade Book 
List” is not “on the same principle” as the 
lately-established medium in the same field 
which he mentions; it is on a principle which 
was formulated in the first issue of the “Trade 
Book List” fifteen years ago, and which has 
been more or less imitated by everv compet¬ 
itor since.

After making these two mis¬ 
statements, the “Outsider” proceeds to con¬ 
stitute himself spokesman for the three classes 
of “buying public,” “retailer” and “adver¬ 
tiser”—all of whom, he “imagines,” prefer 
another medium than the “Trade Book List.” 
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Before accepting such a judgment would it 
not be well to know upon what authority or 
information it is based—who, in fact, “An 
Outsider” is. Affidavits as to the “Trade Book 
List’s” circulation and advertising patronage, 
or any other information regarding the pub¬ 
lication, are available to all who may be en¬ 
titled to them. We believe that the buying 
public, the retailer and the advertiser will 
consider these more pertinent and valuable 
than anything “An Outsider” may “imagine” 
regarding our publication.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Major J. Monroe Taylor, author of a 
number of books on dogs and considered a 
national authority on that subject, died in 
Rutherford, N. J., last week. He was born 
in Lexington, Ky., in 1838, and served in the 
Civil War. He was the first president of the 
American Kennel Club, and figured promi¬ 
nently as a judge in every important dog 
show held in this country. 

William Holman-Hunt, O.M., the painter 
who, with Rossetti and Millais, founded the 
Pre-Raphaelite Brotherhood, died Wednes¬ 
day. He was born in London in 1827, and 
exhibited his first picture at the Royal Acad¬ 
emy in 1846. He had been in feeble health 
for some time, and his death was not un¬ 
expected. His youth and artistic apprentice¬ 
ship was one of poverty and struggle, but 
after his “Light of the World” his fame and 
success grew rapidly and continuously. He 
never became an Academician, but a few years 
ago received a much higher honor—he was 
made one of the original members of the 
Order of Merit.

It is a theatrical 
and sporting paper, in direct competition with 
the Morning Telegraph. The latter paper is 
the champion of the Klaw & Erlanger inter¬ 
ests, while the Review is “independent.” 

The Delineator celebrates its fortieth an¬ 
niversary, its announcement of which reads 
as follows: “The celebration begins in Octo¬ 
ber, the Fashion Number par excellence; 
grows bigger in November, the Fortieth An¬ 
niversary ; stays big in December, the old- 

time Christmas jollification, and.in 

1911—twelve great Anniversary Numbers.” 


On account of what are said to be political 
differences, a split occurred in the official 
family of the Success Magazine last week, 
and caused the loss of David G. Evans, vice- 
president and treasurer of the company, and 
Samuel Merwin, one of its editors. The 
cause of the action is said to rest solely in the 
determination of controlling forces. of the 
publication to change its political policy, and 
support the “regular” faction in Congress 
and the anti-Roosevelt forces in New York 
State, although this is vigorously denied by 
other officers of the company. 

Between 5500 and 6000 daily newspapers 
are published in the entire world, over 900 of 
them credited to Germany, 250 to Great 
Britain, while Paris alone has 150—more 
than London, New York, Philadelphia and 
Boston added together. Le Petit Journal of 
Paris has the largest circulation in the world; 
but the native dialect papers of India are read 
by the most people, because they are circu¬ 
lated until completely worn out. The Post- 
Zeitung , of Frankfort, Germany, is the oldest 
newspaper in Europe; but in China the Kin 
Pan is a thousand years old, and the Tsing 
Pao j or Peking News, is the oldest news¬ 
paper in the world, having come out regularly 
for nearly 1400 years. Its circulation is about 
10,000.

bellion,” a novel by this writer. Needless to 
say, Mr. Upward’s book will not be of the 
tisual type, and we are led to expect a novel 
of extraordinary fascination and distinction. 

Open Court Publishing Company have 
just ready the second edition of “Letters to 
His Holiness Pope Pius x.,” by a Modernist, 
an American whose life has been devoted 
to the study of Catholicism, who here en¬ 
deavors to prove that the present Catholic 
Church is not Catholic, but Italian, and even 
Roman, and that few non-Italians are tol¬ 
erated among the hierarchy of the Catholic 
Church. 

Ginn & Co. have just published “A Com¬ 
plete Grammar of Esperanto,” by Ivy Keller- 
man, A.M., Ph.D., which appears at a time 
when Esperanto is more than ever a subject 
of international interest on account of the 
Sixth International Congress recently held 
in Washington. This book may be recog¬ 
nized as the standard grammar of this inter¬ 
national language, as it is the first to treat 
the subject in a manner comparable to the 
grammars of French, Spanish or German. 

There will be a new Brownie book from 
Palmer Cox this fall; and Ralph Henry Bar¬ 
bour’s new. foot-ball story, “Kingsford, 
Quarter,” will be published September 24. 
Other juvenile books on the Century Co.’s fall 
lists are a new “Betty” book by Carolyn 
Wells, a new “Lakerim” book by Rupert 
Hughes. “The League of the Signet-Ring” by 


Mary Constance DuBois, “The Young Rail¬ 
roaders” by F. Lovell Coombs, and a nonsense 
picture book with cover in color by De Witt 
Clinton Falls. 

The Lippincotts do not begin their regular 
fall publication season until about September 
15, but in the meantime there is no cessation 
in their activity in the issue of medical and 
other technical and professional works.
